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Continuation of 10. Other: With regard to the Lehde and Moskowitz references, Moskowitz is only used for its teaching of having the 
magnet fixed to the shaft at a location closely adjacent to the seal. The fluid seal itself is not incorporated into the Lehde reference. 
Once the magnet and spiral disk are interchanged in Figure 5 of the Lehde reference, the magnet does attract the particles to itself before 
they reach the seal, however, the relative rotation of the magnet and spiral groove causes the particles to flow up and away from the 
seal, instead of strictly sticking to the magnet. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive..
